A Defensive Alliance 


The forming of the North Atlantic Al- 
liance, a defensive treaty between the 
nations of Western Europe and those of 

Ae North America, the 
United States and 
Canada, has been 
having no small space 
in newsprint and has 
been the frequent 
subject of commenta- 
tors in recent weeks. 
That the only defense 
against atomic de- 
struction is peace we 
are told over and over again by men of 
science, who made the bomb, as they im- 
press the statesmen of the grave implica- 
tions to be considered should there be 
another shooting war. 


The citizen’s share in national policies 
is in electing the right representative and 
then in being a specimen of good citizen- 
ship, being law abiding and tolerant of 
the rights of others, while at the same 
time being awake to ideologies that 
weaken the forces of cohesion that hold 
together this fair land of ours. 

The citizen of the kingdom of God, 
the Christian, has a personal defensive 
alliance in the spiritual aspect of his liv- 
ing, one phase of which the Apostle 
Paul terms a struggle “not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places,” against 
which he exhorts the believers to use the 
“whole armour of God, that ye may be 
able to withstand in the evil.day.” 

The Christian has a defensive alliance 
in his fellowship with other believers. 
Doubtless that is a reason for the ad- 
monition of the writer to the Hebrews 
to “consider one another to provoke unto 
love and to good works: not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together... 
and so much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching” (10:24-25). The fellow- 
ship of prayer offers an alliance in the 
time of increased pressure. “Bear ye one 
another’s burdens, and so fulfill the law 
of Christ.” In Christian fellowship the 
believer has the strength of united serv- 
ice in a common interest. It is always 
easier to engage in a task at which some- 
one else is working, no matter how com- 
monplace or how involved that. task 
may be. 

The Christian has a defensive alliance 
with the Ruler of a greater country, the 
Lord who redeemed him, the One who 
has said, “All power is given unto Me in 
heaven and in earth.” This is a defensive 
alliance against the onslaught of the 
feeling of frustration. Hoplessness is a 
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flank attack on determination no matter 
how well conceived in consecration and 
reared in devotion. If the enemy of men’s 
souls can for a little while get a weary 
heart to think that trying to live a vic- 
torious Christian life is an exercise in 
futility, the scale is tipped in favor of 
defeat. But the alliance with the Lord 
produces opposition to evil by marshal- 
ing reinforcement to soul stamina 
through the ministry .of His Spirit, 
through the Word of Life, through faith. 
“And faith,” it is recorded, “cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God.” 

The believer who will sign up with 
his Lord by the dedication of himself as 
a living sacrifice_on the altar of the will 
of God has a defensive alliance which 
will be protection in every trying hour. 
He has an alliance against temptation; 
he has been taught to pray, “Lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil, for thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory.” By dwelling in 
that refuge the Psalmist calls the “secret 
place of the Most High . . . under the 
shadow of the Almighty” (Psalm 91:1), 
he has a defense against destruction. He 
has an alliance to help him in the time of 
sickness—“The prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord:-shall raise him 
up” (James 5:15). In spite of tribulation, 
he has an alliance against spiritual de- 
feat. Jesus encouraged his disciples and 
all those who follow after to “Be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world” 
(John 16:33). 

And triumphant in Christian living, 
pleasing the Lord who redeemed him, 
the Christian is twice blessed, blessed by 
his victory and blessed in his victory. 
He has assurance now and will have 
glory hereafter, when the course is fin- 
ished, the race won, and alliance here is 
culminated in eternal fellowship there 
with Him. M. M.

Inasmuch as David wrote more than 
any of the other writers of God as his 
hiding place, there must have been a 
reason. When was David hidden by the 


Lord in His pavilion (or His taber- 


nacle)? We can find the answer in an 
often overlooked experience in the life of 
David, found in 1 Samuel 19:20-24. Here 
in word picture is another thrilling scene 
in the flight of David from the presence 
of Saul. 

David had been playing on the harp 
one of his sweet melodies, but the evil 
spirit had taken hold of this one-time- 
godly king, and he endeavored to smite 
David to the wall with a thrust of his 
javelin. David, however, slipped out of 
Saul’s presence. Saul, not content to miss 
in his attack upon David, sent messen- 
gers to David’s house to slay him in the 
morning. Once again David cheated his 
pursuers by the help of his wife, Saul’s 
daughter, who let him down through a 
window in order to escape. 

It was then that David fled for refuge 
to his friend, the man of God who had 
anointed him when he was but a lad 
tending sheep for his father. This young 
man all alone, friendless, anointed, and 
destined of God to become Israel’s great- 
est ruler and righteous leader, must have 
had something in his heart that impelled 
him to seek refuge with God’s man at 
this trying hour. 

Consider the flimsiness of the refuge. 
Samuel is not a man of war. He controls 
no army; he has no bodyguard. His daily 
fare is meager. The school of the proph- 
ets over which he is the overseer has no 
weapons with which to fight. Theirs is 
a ministry of peace and not of war. Sam- 
uel’s ministry is to the law, the Lord, and 
to His sacrifice. But to this man of God 
David seeks refuge. 


It is not long before Saul’s henchmen 


locate the whereabouts of this young 


‘refugee, and they relay to the king their 


information. “At last,” we can hear the 
king saying, “I have him in my power, 
my enemy, the usurper of my throne, 
shall be apprehended.” 

Saul, the king, then commandeered a 
squadron of his picked men to take Da- 
vid captive. Now is the thrilling story of 
God’s hiding place. Imagine, if you will, 
a company of armed men arrayed in bat- 
tle equipment, marching with the pre- 
cision of well-trained personal body- 
guards to the Bible school of those days. 
Of course, the place is astir, for strange 
things have been happening these days. 
Samuel has a personal friend in close 
confidence, and now here is a company 
of armed men directly from the country s

headquarters. They have come to arrest 
Samuel's friend. “But,” says the door- 
keeper, “The prophet is busy just now; 
you see, we've been having a revival in 
our Bible school, and if you gentlemen 
would just come in, I’m sure in a short 
while you will be granted your request.” 


So the company of Saul’s messengers 
enter the establishment to wait until the 
meeting is over. There in front of them is 
Samuel. It seems as though God Himself 
is in the building. Samuel is speaking as 
the oracle of God, and soon one of these 
men of the king’s bodyguard who seems 
to be more spiritual than the others be- 
gins to thank God audibly for the bless- 
ing of the Lord upon this place. Soon 
one after another, these men, some with 
a conviction of unrighteousness and 
some from a full heart, begin to bless 
God. This service lasts for some time. 
At the close, these men turn to go with 
praise on their lips. Watch them going 
down the road singing the songs of Zion 
and extolling His goodness. They are 
nearing home, and, of course, they must 
report to the king. 

“There’s a great revival meeting going 
on in Naioth at the Bible school. God 
surely is blessing; we had a grand time!” 

“What about David?” roars the king. 

“David? Oh, yes, we saw him. He’s 
right in the thick of it, glorifying God 
and praising Him. He’s getting along 
fine.” 

Saul stalks away in absolute rage, call- 


ing for another squadron of armed men, 


giving them specific instructions, telling 
them not to return without David. 
Away go these servants to Samuel at 
Naioth for the capture of David. Upon 
arrival, they are treated cordially and 
invited into the service now in session. 
What a glorious meeting! It started with 
the sacrifice, but so manifestly did God 
meet these prophets that soon each was 
prophesying as the Lord one by one 
added fire into their own souls. These 
soldiers? Oh, they cannot contain them- 
selves. Never before have they realized 
that the presence and power of the Lord 
could be so wonderful. They are lifted 
up into the heights—God is real, God is 
manifest—and they begin to prophesy 
with the rest. Now, before Saul, they tell 
of the glorious meeting at the school of 
the prophets. Saul ‘is beside himself. 
Someone whispers to him that perhaps 
these men already sent were too reli- 
gious. Perhaps he had better pick the 
rough element, those who can easily 
shed blood, who care not for the lovely 


things of life, those who lust for the 
battle. 


Perhaps this is right. And Saul hand 
picks the mean and the vile and sends 
them for their prey. They are met at the 
appointed place, at the school of the 
prophets; but the revival is as strong as 
ever. God is visiting His people through 
the mighty prophesyings of Samuel, to- 
gether with David and the others. These 
armed men are stricken with conviction. 
We imagine the depth of their souls are 
searched. And no one can stand the 
mighty searchings of the heart. To get 
right with their God is their only salva- 
tion; and wonder of wonders, these 
prophesy also. Imagine these converted 
men shouting “Hallelujah . . . Glory to 
God... Praise the Lord,” as they 
march back again to headquarters. 


Saul’s anger knows no bounds. In a 
blind rage he equips himself to the bat- 
tle. He is determined that no one shall 
make a laughing stock of him. He shall 
take this cornered enemy singlehanded. 
So saying, he begins his journey. Per- 
haps, like another Saul, he began by 
breathing out threatenings against the 
saints. But as he goes, something begins 
to grip his own heart, and he begins to 
sing a little. Suddenly, he realizes that 
he is on a gruesome errand, and he takes. 
up his threatenings again, only to soon 
begin to praise God in his heart, for the 
Scripture tells us, “And the Spirit of God 
was upon him also, as he went on, and 
prophesied until he came to Naioth in 
Ramah.” 1 Samuel 19:23. By now, he is 
glorifying God. Perhaps there is a great 
yearning in his heart to be in an old- 
fashioned revival meeting again, to 
know the old time touch of spiritual an- 
ointing. Who knows, perhaps the Spirit 
of the Lord might come upon him again 
as at the time when he had gone to look 
for his father’s lost asses and he had met 
Samuel the prophet who anointed him, 
after which that glorious power came 
upon him, and he prophesied with the 
other prophets. And Saul, in his heart, 
longs for the old days. 

At the entrance to the glorious meet- 
ing place, he can scarcely contain him- 
self. Here is a marvelous revival meeting 
going on. Mighty movings of the Spirit 
that was upon Saul at the beginning is 
upon him now, and he glorifies God. Ah, 
but Saul is not himself. He begins to 
strip off the armor, and all that day and 
all that night he remains stripped. before 
the Lord. 

Shall we catch a spiritual application 
in passing? No wonder Saul stripped be- 
fore God. The armor was an indication 
of the fighting’ spirit upon Saul. How 
could God bless with an angry, mad dis- 
position. Let us not think that the touch 
of heaven shall remain upon any of us 
if in our hearts we are bitter toward our 
brother. Saul must get the bitterness out 
of his heart, so he stripped that off. Next, 
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he must take off the proud kingly robes. 
Saul used to be the humble, unpreten- 
tious servant, but now he is a proud 
monarch, ruling with an iron rod. This 
too he must put aside, for a proud and 
haughty spirit is an abomination to God. 
May the Lord enable us also to put away 
our pride—pride of race, pride of place, 
and pride of grace. “A broken and con- 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not de- 
spise.” And Saul, the king, lowers him- 
self into the dust before God. What 
anointing, what victory, what mighty 
manifestation, what fullness of soul, 
what prophesyings from the soul and 
lips of this ruler as he praises God along 
with David the pursued. 

But why does not Saul take this man 
David? David is in plain sight. He is not 
hiding. David cannot flee. Why, then, 
does not Saul overtake him. He cannot, 
for David is in the secret presence of the 
most high. “He will hide me in His pa- 
vilion.” “He that dwelleth in the secret 
place of the most high shall abide .. .” 

Friend, these words have fresh mean- 
ing for us. In these days of the outpour- 
ing of the Spirit of God, let us be so en- 
veloped with supernatural power from 
on high that all of the hosts of the enemy 
shall not be able to overthrow us. Neither 
atom bombs, nor atheistic dictators, nor 
religious formalism, nor ungodliness will 
be able to touch us so long as ‘we know 
the thrill of the veritable protection of 
the presence of God. There is no need of 
guns or swords or armor or any such 
thing when God and His presence over- 
shadow the saint of God Psalms 27:8).

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Intimations of The Trinity 


by J. Narver Gortner 


That the revelation that God has given 
us in His Word of Himself, and of His 
plan, is progressive in its nature, is quite 
generally believed and taught. God re- 
vealed much to Moses, but much that has 
since been revealed was not made known 
when Moses lived and wrote. Additional 
revelations were made to the prophets, 
but some of their own prophecies the 
prophets were unable to understand. A 
fuller understanding of those prophecies 
necessitated further and fuller revela- 
tions of God. Hence the prophets were 
frequently perplexed by what they were 
moved by the Spirit of God to say or 
write. Speaking of the salvation concern- 
ing which he was writing, Peter wrote, 
“Of which salvation the prophets have 
enquired and searched diligently, who 
prophesied of the grace that should come 
unto you, when it testified beforehand 
the sufferings of Christ, and the glory 
that should follow” (1 Peter 1:10, 11). 


The final revelation that God made in 
His written Word was made to John, and 
through John to us, in the last book of 
the Bible, called The Revelation of Jesus 
Christ. We now know what the prophets 
did not know, and could not have known 
without an additional revelation of God’s 
purpese and plan, namely, that there 
were to be two advents of the Messiah, 
that at His first advent He would be a 
suffering Messiah, making an atonement 
for the sins of the world, and that at His 
second advent He would be a trium- 
phant Messiah, crushing the head of the 
serpent and taking His place upon the 
Davidic throne to rule over Israel and 
the nations. 


It is not surprising that to the Old 
Téstament writers a clear revelation of 
the doctrine of the Trinity was not made. 
And it is no argument against the doc- 
trine that no definite doctrinal statement 
supporting the teaching that God is One 
in Three and Three in One can be found 
in the Old Testament Scriptures. The ex- 
planation is found in the well supported 
fact that the Old Testament does not 
constitute a complete revelation of God 
or of His plan. The New Testament was 
needed, and the New Testaament has 
been provided. 

However, while we cannot find what 
might be called proof texts to support 
the doctrine of the Trinity in the Old 
Testament there are many intimations 
that, while God is One, as the Old Testa- 
ment clearly and forcefully asserts, He is 
also Three. To these intimations, or to 
some of them, we now direct attention. 

The first intimation of the Trinity 
found in the Old Testament is found in 
the very first verse of Genesis, where we 


read the first line of God’s written mes- ‘| 


sage to humanity, “In the beginning 
God,” the Hebrew noun rendered God 


being a plural noun—Elohim. This is a | 
very significant fact, and it has engaged | 


the thought and attention of many ex-_ 


positors. Those who deny the doctrine of 
the Trinity have tried to explain it by 


saying that it is “the plural of majesty.” | 


esty until these opponents of the doctrine 


But whoever heard of the plural of maj- | 


of the Trinity came forward with their 


suggestion? Canon Liddon has called at- 
tention to the fact that the opponents of 
the dogma of the Trinity have asserted 


that the plural noun Elohim was bor- | 


rowed from polyheistic sources, and that — 


it was retained in its plural form in order

to express majesty or magnificence, and | 


was then united to singular verbs and | 


adjectives in order to make it do the 
work of a monotheistic creed. But he 
adds, “The Hebrew language could have 
described God by singular forms such as 
El, Eloah, and no question. would have 


been raised as to the strictly monotheistic _ 


force of those words. The Hebrew lang- 
uage might have ‘amplified’ the idea of 
God thus conveyed by less dangerous 
processes than the employment of a plu- 
ral form. Would it not have done so, un- 
less the plural form had been really nec- 
essary, in order to hint at the complex 
mystery of God’s inner life, until that 
mystery should be more clearly unveiled 
by the explicit revelations of a later day?” 
And Canon Liddon says further, “Nor 
will the theory that the plural noun is 
merely expressive of majesty avail to ac- 
count for the plural verb in the words, 
‘Let Us make man. In these words, 
which precede the final act and climax 
of creation, the early fathers detected a 
clear intimation of a plurality of persons 
in the Godhead.” 

It has been objected by some Unitar- 
ians that if the dogma of the Trinity were 
set forth, or intimated, in the plural title 
by which God is known in Genesis, and 
elsewhere in the Old Testament, for we 
find this plural noun on almost every 
page of the Old Testament Scriptures, 
more than 2,500 times in all, Hebrew 
scholars would have discovered _ it, 
whereas it is asserted that the Jews are 
a unit in denying the doctrine of the 
Trinity and in asserting that it is one of 
the Christian heresies. 

But these Unitarians are wrong. Dr. 
Timothy Dwight has pointed out in his 
Theology, Explained and Defended in a 
Series of Sermons, which, by the way, is 
one of the very finest works on theologi- 
cal themes with which I am familiar, 
that Jewish scholars have not by any 
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means overlooked the fact that Moses in 
his concise history of the Creation says 
more than thirty times, Elohim, that is, 
Gods, created; the noun being plural, 
and the verb singular, in every instance; 
and he says, “These the Jewish Para- 
phrasts explain by Jehovah; His Word, 
that is, His Son; and His Wisdom, or 
Holy Spirit; which they call three De- 
grees. These, they assert, are One, in- 
separable Jehovah. This doctrine the 
Jews have exhibited in a variety of meth- 
ods; clear, convincing, and impressive.” 
And Dr. Wright quotes Rabbi Judah 
Hakkadosh or Judah the Holy, as he has 
_ been known among the Jews, and who 
flourished in the second century of our 
era, as saying, in explanation of the use 
of the plural title of Deity, “God the Fa- 
ther, God the Son, God the Holy Spirit, 
Three in Unity, One in Trinity.” And Dr. 
Dwight might have added what I here 
add, namely, that a clearer statement of 
the dogma of the Trinity can hardly be 
found among the writings of the Chris- 
tian theologians. So it will be seen that 
Jewish writers have not overlooked the 
testimony to the threefold nature of God 
that can be deduced from the signifi- 
cance of the plural form of the title of 
Deity as found in their. Scriptures, which 
Scriptures they recognize as authorita- 
tive, unless indeed they, like many who 
are classed as Christians, have aposta- 
tized from the faith of their fathers. 
Notice the fact that in the history of 
the creation we are told that God said, 
“Let Us make man in Our image, after 
Our likeness” (Gen. 1:26). With whom 


was God conversing? With whom did. 


He hold counsel before undertaking to 
create man? Listen to the words of that 
ereat father of the church, Athanasius, 
that intrepid defender of the faith, that 
fearless foe of heresy, that man who was 
not afraid to defend the truth when it 
was being assailed by men in high places, 
and at a time when it looked as though 
all the world was going to reject truth 
and adopt heresy:—“Who is this that God 
converses with here? To whom are these 
notifications and determinations of His 
pleasure directed? Not to any of the 
creatures already made, much less to 
those things which were not yet created, 
but undoubtedly to some Person who 
was then present with the Father, with 
whom He communicated His counsels, 
and whose agency He made use of in the 
creation of them. And who could this be 
but His eternal Word? With whom can. 
we conceive the Father holding this con- 
ference but with His Son, the divine 
Logos, that Wisdom of God that was 
present with Him in the creation of the 
world, who was in the beginning with 
God, and was God? and who saith of 
Himself, ‘When He prepared the heav- 
ens I was there; when He appointed the

“For the kingdom of heaven is as a 
man travelling into a far country, who 
called his own servants, and delivered 
unto them his goods. And unto one he 
gave fwe talents, to another two, and to 
another one; to every man according to 
his several ability; and straightway took 
his journey.”—Matt. 25:14-15. 

Responsibility to Christ and steward- 
ship of all that He has intrusted us with 
is the main lesson of our text. We as 
Christians are stewards. We are only 
caretakers of our talents, our abilities, 
our souls. We are not our own, but we 
are bought with a price; therefore, faith- 
fulness is required. “Moreover it is re- 
quired in stewards that a man be found 
faithful” (1 Cor. 4:2). 

If we would realize the value God puts 
upon a soul, how we would be stirred 
and would guard our spiritual life as a 
sacred treasure. Hear Paul as he writes 
to Timothy: “O Timothy, keep that 
which is committed to thy trust.” 

There is an accountability connected 
with stewardship. “So then every one of 
us shall give account of himself to God.” 
Every idle word, every questionable act, 
every unhealthy harbored thought. What 
a mighty force we could be in the world 
as a church if every word, deed, and 
thought were harnessed and utilized for 
the extension of the kingdom of God. If 
all the energy we have spent in pleasing 
the flesh and providing for the material, 
sensual side of life had been sanctified 
for the service of God, what power, what 
strength, what joy, what hope the church 
of the living God would have today. 

Just as sure as there shall be a reckon- 


‘ing day, a day of accountability, there 


should be a sense of responsibility con- 
nected with the treasure God has given 
you. 

Responsibility is a personal matter. 
Job cried, “Be it indeed that I have erred, 
mine error remaineth with myself.” But 
someone says, “one of our group doesn't 
do so and so, why should I?” Would that 
we might feel our responsibility as did 
the old minister who was dying and as 
he lay upon his bed, a young pastor, 


bending over him, said, “Give me ‘some 
word, my brother, that will be a help to 
me after you are gone.” The aged min- 
ister looked up with an earnest expres- 
sion, and packed a half century of experi- 
ence into a single sentence: “Hurry up, 
my brother, and preach the gospel!” 

What are we waiting for? Is not God’s 
Word God's voice. What does it say? It 
is not a recommendation for idleness. In- 
stead it says to every believer, “Go ye 
... Ye shall be witnesses.” 

Eve was steward of the tree of knowl- 
edge, but she was a failure. Aaron was 
the steward of the Israelites while Moses 
was on the mount, and he failed. Saul 
was sent to destroy the Amalakites, but 
spared the king, thus failing. We are 
custodians of the most priceless knowl- 
edge, the most glorious experience, the 
happiest existence. What shall we do 
with it? Too many feel that God’s Word 
is like gold, that it must be hoarded. It 
is a sword; let us go to battle and fight 
for our Captain. 

That there will be a reckoning day 
should make us realize our responsibility. 
But more than that, let us realize that 
we have no right to do aught else than 
serve God with the utmost faithfulness, 
for we are His because of His divine in- 
vestment. He has placed the life of His 
Son within our breasts. Should we not 
then rightly bring forth dividends? God 
created the world and has a right to all 
it contains. He made our bodies. God 
created our souls, and He loaned us our 
talents; they belong to Him. 

My burden is for the mission field. 
God spoke to my heart concerning Af- 
rica. And a glorious peace was mine 
when I said, “Here am I, Lord, send me.” 
It is my conviction that my life would 
have been very unhappy otherwise. 
There is no half-way place. Either we 
consecrate or we don’t. We say yes to 
God’s will or we say no. Put your talents 
into service no matter how humble they 
may be. He is not a hard taskmaster. He 
expects no more than our ability calls 
for, but He does distribute “to every man 
according to his several ability.” 


foundations of the earth, then was I-by 
Him as One brought up with Him.’” 
Notice, further, the fact that after we 
read that God said, “Let Us make man in 
Our image, after Our likeness,” we read, 
“So God made man in His own image” 
(Gen. 1:27). There is certainly evidence 
here of Trinity acting in Unity unless 
indeed language is meaningless. And the 
language made use of is the more re- 
markable if we consider what Paul wrote 


~ (Col. 1:16; Heb. 1:2, and others); name- 


ly, that God made all things by His Son. 


It is a significant fact that should not 
be overlooked that the same plural ex- 
pression is made use of by God after the 
fall of man, “The man is become as one 
of Us” (Gen. 3:22). And later, where we 
have an account of the building of the 
tower of Babel, it is recorded that God 
said, “Let Us go down, and there con- 
found their language” (Gen. 11:7). 
What can these plural expressions signify 
unless indeed they are intimations of the

Something to Consider 


by the Superintendent 


I am choosing a subject for this issue 
of the magazine that will probably make 
this column more unpopular than it now 
is. The .subject is money—your money. 
So if you are still with me and you are 
much concerned about keeping the filthy 
lucre—all of it—then you should read no 
further. 


The high cost of government and the 
added burden of bolstering weak govern- 
ments in Europe and Asia, the high cost 
of living, plus the drain of dishing out to 
a myriad agencies to keep others living, 
the high cost of building churches and 
sustaining a program that stands any 
chance of getting a hearing by a genera- 
tion surfeited by the lust of other things, 
the high cost of propagating the gospel 
in lands devastated by years of war and 
civil strife, the high cost—but why con- 
tinue? 

Our chief danger as Christians is not 
that the mounting cost of things and the 
multiplicity of appeals for aid will even- 
tually deplete our resources, but rather 
that we shall become hardened through 
repeated resistance to appalling world 
distress; and, shutting our bowels of 
compassion, miss our opportunity to 
demonstrate our love to God and men 
thus showing forth the praises of Him 
who has called us out of darkness into 
His marvelous light. Certainly there is 
no reason for us to develop a neurosis 
over being asked to support humanitar- 
ian and religious causes. The facts are 
that, with most of us, in spite of the 
drain siphoned off by the Government 
and substantial amounts given to charity 
and the work of the church, we are bet- 
ter off today than we were in “the good 
old days.” So while untold millions con- 
tinue in desperate straits and still more 
millions are perishing for the bread of 
life, let us continue to give—to give good 
measure pressed down, shaken together 
and running over. 

Heading the list of suggestions in this 
connection, I would place the cause of 
world missions. Our Missions Depart- 
ment is operating on a very narrow mar- 

-gin. The plight of the world calls for a 
surge of evangelism in every field that 
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is still open to the gospel before the com- 
ing of that awful night when no man can 
work. Shall we not rally with adequate 
funds to sustain and reinforce our mili- 
tant outposts in the global conflict? 

It will not be long before the semi- 
annual call will be made from our na- 
tional headquarters to assist our minis- 
ters who are incapacitated because of 
illness or old age. This will be an oppor- 
tunity to show our appreciation for the 
good heritage passed on to us. 

At the recent annual session of the 
District Council, the ministers and dele- 
gates voted to recommend to the church- 
es that they take a special offering to 
help with the current expense of install- 
ing a water system and the electric power 
and light for the campground. I would 
suggest that this offering be received on 
the second Sunday in April or as soon 
thereafter as practicable. There is too 
much work to be done and the expense 
involved is too great for a few to carry. 
When we all co-operate, the task is easy 
and the burden light. Let us keep before 
us the goal of one dollar per person as 
the minimum, while those who are able 
will of course be free to share in a more 
substantial manner. 

On behalf of our entire fellowship, I 
say a hearty thank you in advance to 
each minister and lay member who will 
sincerely lend a hand in making this 
special offering a success. Wale.

G.T.B. 1. Is Acccedited 


Thirty Bible colleges and Bible insti- 
tutes in the United States and Canada 
were officially received into membership 
of the newly formed Accrediting Asso- 
ciation of Bible Institutes and Bible Col- 
leges in Chicago October 19 to 22. Dr. 
Samuel Sutherland, president of the new 
accrediting association and dean of the 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles, hailed the 
formation of the new association as the 
most significant forward step in Chris- 
tian education in many years. Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute was among those re- 
ceived into full accreditation in the inter- 
mediate division. 


“We are pleased to notice that your 
school is the oldest under the auspices of 
the Assemblies of God and has contrib- 
uted largely to the welfare of this de- 
nomination,’ commented Terrelle B. 
Crum, secretary-treasurer of the new as- 
sociation and dean of the Providence 
Bible Institute. Twelve schools were ad- 
mitted to accreditation in the intermedi- 
ate division. Eighteen schools were ad- 
mitted to the collegiate division. Brother 
L. R. Keys, then serving as vice-president 
of the school, represented Glad Tidings 


Bible Institute at the Chicago meeting. 


The new association and member 
schools will be listed in the United States 
Government Blue Book Accredited High- 
er Institutions, Dr. John Dale Russell of 
the United States Office of Education 
told Doctor Sutherland. This will be offi- 
cial recognition of the — distinctive con- 
tribution of Bible colleges and institutes 
to the educational world in training 
ministers, foreign and home missionaries, 
and directors of Christian education. 

The new association grants accredita- 
tion to member schools in two divisions: 
the collegiate and intermediate. Mem- 
bers of the collegiate division receive 
only high school graduates, and the ma- 
jority of faculty members must hold 
graduate degrees. Within the collegiate 
division, there is accreditation granted 
to schools with four-year courses leading 
to a degree, and three-year courses lead- 
ing to diplomas. In the intermediate di- 
vision a three-year course leading to a 
diploma is accredited on a basis of re- 
duced entrance requirements. 

Provisionally established one year ago, 


the new association came into official be- 
ing at the constitutional convention held 
in Chicago. Other officers of the associa- 
tion include two vice-presidents, Cor- 
nelius B. Haggard, president of Pacific 
Bible College, and R. M. Riggs, educa- 
tional secretary of the Assemblies of 
God. 


An outgrowth of evangelical Chris- 
tianity in the past 50 years, the Bible 
school movement has gained nationwide 
recognition, cutting across denomina- 
tional lines. At present there is estimated 
to be over 100 Bible schools in the coun- 
try, 42 of which have applied for mem- 
bership in this new association. These 
42 include the largest and best-known of 
the Bible colleges and institutes. 

Standards established by the new as- 
sociation are approximately equivalent 
to those of regional accrediting associa- 
tions of secular universities and colleges, 
said Dr. Sutherland. The association in 
no way seeks to lower recognized ac- 
crediting standards, but is designed to 
create an agency for accrediting schools 
which operate in the distinctive field of 
undergraduate Christian education.

A Suggested Order for a Workers’ Conference 


A conference should be held each 
month with all officers and _ teachers 
present. The conference should be 
opened and presided over by the super- 
intendent rather than the pastor. This is 
the most challenging part of the super- 
intendent’s office. As a general in the 
army, he or she is marshalling the forces 
mapping out the strategy, and directing 
the line of supplies. With this office the 
general school secretary, departmental 
heads, and class officers serve as aides 
to supply all information and materials 
possible. Next are the teachers who serve 
as captains over their particular sphere 
of action—the class. The pastor's place in 
the school and conference is that of the 
chief of staff who is always standing by 
to inspire action, instruct in methods 
and means, and to counsel in problems. 
Thus we see the importance of the place 
of the Sunday school superintendent, 
and in no other realm is this place so 
important as in the workers’ conference. 

When all these persons and officers 
are functioning together with a constant 
recognition of the will and presence of 
the Supreme Commander, Christ Jesus, 
a good, sound, progressive Sunday school 
can be assured. 

When, as so often is the case, a con- 
ference meets with no plan, point or 
purpose for doing so, an indifference and 
unconcern may manifest itself among the 
school personnel. In order to create in- 
terest, and to keep the conferences in- 
teresting, the following order is sug- 
gested.

(Brother and Sister Wheeler Ander- 
son and family are newly arrived on the 
mission field. They are now where the 
Harold Lehmanns have been until their 
recent departure for home, in Accra, 
Gold Coast.) 

The joy that comes to a missionary s 
life is greater than could be anticipated 
when one is far away from the mission 
field, except he may have been a mis- 
sionary himself. I refer to the -joy that 
came into our hearts when we were in- 
stalled as the resident missionaries in the 
Accra station.

BRAZIL The Johnsons 

(Brother and Sister Bernhard John- 
son write from Varginha, Minas, Brazil. ) 

We surely are having rain now, pour- 
ing every day. The roads are just big 
mud holes. We haven't been able to tra- 
vel and visit the field for these last few 
weeks, and the trains go off the tracks 
every day. . . But each week we receive 
good reports from our native workers, 
telling how God is working . . the old- 
time Pentecostal fire is burning. 

About a week before Christmas, a 
large Catholic family came to our church 
one night, to the meeting. In their arms 
they carried their smallest child, who 
was almost lifeless. They said, “We have 
heard that you pray for sick people, and 
Jesus answers your prayers. So tonight 
we brought our child here for you to 
pray for her. There is no earthly hope. 
If she gets better, we want to serve Jesus 
the rest of our lives from tonight on. 
We anointed the child in faith believing 
Him who is able, knowing there is power 
in the blood also for our diseases. The 
moment we prayed, the child started to 
improve, and today, a month later, she 
is completely healed. The parents are 
happy Christians, bringing their whole 
family faithfully to church and Sunday 
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school. They are getting much persecu- 
tion and wrong advice from close rela- 
tives, but they tell them that they want 
to serve Jesus the rest of their lives. This 
same family has brought another large 
family and they too have found Him the 
Way, the Truth, and the Life.” 


VENEZUELA The Dowdys 


(From Barquisimeto, Brother Lowell 
Dowdu tells of more of his activities. ) 


Let us introduce you to your brethren 
in El Blanco, an indigenous work which 
was started 14 years ago. At that time a 
man bought a Bible. The seed fell in un- 
fruitful soil so that God’s Word did not 
phase him. However, it found lodging in 
the heart of his son. Immediately after 
accepting Christ, Hectar Penso began 
proclaiming the good news, and God 
blessed and gave him souls and the abil- 
ity to feed them. Our missionary Theo- 
dore Bueno, who is now in Chile, visited 
them and taught them more of the Word, 
and a few received the Holy Spirit. 


They invited us to visit them for their | P 


celebration of the “Day of the Kings.” 
To us it sounded almost like a Catholic 
celebration, and as it was our first visit, 
we hardly knew what to expect. Virla 
Mae, Julio (a student), and I left Bar- 
quisimeto at noon in our Chevie for a 
visit to San Francisco, San Pablo, La 
Estrella, La Piedro de Agua, and E] Blan- 
co, the latter being a district situated 
high on the peaks of the mighty Andes, 
which have their beginning in Venezuela. 

Two hours from Barquisimeto we 
providentially encountered the truck that 
bi-weekly travels between Carora and 
San Pablo. After we had made arrange- 
ments for our passage on the truck, we 
hurried on to San Francisco, which was 
as far as we could go with our car. At 
six o'clock the mountain ‘greyhound’ ar- 
rived and the heavier baggage was left 
with the pastors of our church there 


while the accordion, trombone, and suit- 
case (one for the three of us to conserve 
space) was placed on the luggage car- 
rier. The seats were planks placed cross- 
wise in the truck. The merchandise they 
carried was scattered on the floor. There 
were several drunks making the trip. . . 
they sang lustily. At midnight they began 
to wear out and asked us to sing a hymn. 
For the remaining two hours we took 
over and sang and testified as the truck 
ground its way up the mountain in com- 
pound transmission. At two in the morn- 
ing we heard the welcome words estamos 
llegando (we are arriving) ... in the 
village of San Pablo, which is nothing 
more than half a dozen houses and a 
store situated on the top of a mountain 
peak. They hung our hammocks in with 
the others. Where Virla Mae slept, there 
were already nine hammocks, but here 
there is always room for one more. It 
was too cold to sleep even though we 
were still dressed. Shortly after dawn, 
the mules were ready, and after a cup of 
the inevitable black coffee, the day be- 
gan. Here I saw for the first time an In- 
dian lad with his teeth filed to sharp 
oints. This is a tribal custom to prevent 
tooth decay. The process is exceedingly 
painful. 

At noon we caught our first glimpse 
of Brother Lameda’s ranch home. What 
a welcome sight! That afternoon we had 
our welcome breakfast of delicious fried 
cheese and coffee. Then we attended a 
baptismal service. In the evening we had 
a blessed service, which lasted until mid- 
night. Everyone stayed the rest of the 
night in order to be present for the morn- 
ing service. They are so isolated, it is not 
easy to travel after night, and it is also 
dangerous because of tigers. In the morn- 
ing, without any breakfast, they con- 
tinued the service, which lasted until 
two o'clock in the afternoon. 

We did not take the revival; the re- 
vival spirit was already there. The con- 
victing power of the Holy Ghost was

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An Open Letter to a Minister 


December, 1786 


Weal pee, cn. eee : You know I 
love you. Ever since I knew you, I have 
neglected no way of showing it, that was 
in my power. And you know I esteem 
you for your zeal and activity, for your 
love of discipline and for your gifts which 
God has given you, particularly quick- 
ness of apprehension and readiness of 
utterance; especially in prayer. 


Therefore I am jealous over you lest 
you should lose any of the things you 
have gained and not receive full reward; 
and more, so, because I fear you are 
wanting in other respects. And who will 
venture to tell you soP You will scarce 
know how to bear it from me unless you 
lift your heart to God. If you do this I 
may venture to tell you what I fear with- 
out any further preface. I fear you think 
of yourself more highly than you ought 
to think. Do you not think too highly of 
your own understanding? Of your gifts? 
Particularly in preaching? As if you were 
the very best preacher in the connection? 
Of your own importance? As if the work 
of God here or there, depended wholly 
or mainly on you? And of your popularity 
which I have found to my surprise far 
less, even in L, than I expected. 

May this be much owing to the want 
of brotherly love? With what measure 
you mete, men will measure to you again. 
I fear there is something unloving in your 
spirit; something not only of roughness 
but of brashness, yea of sourness! Are 
you not also extremely open to prejudice, 
and not easy to be cured of it? So that 
whenever you are prejudiced you become 
bitter, impliable, unmerciful? If so, that 

eople are prejudiced against you it is 
both the natural and the judicial conse- 
quence. 

I am afraid lest your want of love to 
your neighbors should spring from want 
of love to God; from want of thankful- 
ness. I have sometimes heard you speak 
in a manner that made me tremble; in- 
deed, in terms that not only a weak 
Christian, but even a serious Deist, would 
scruple to use. 

I fear you greatly want evenness of 
~ temper. Are you not generally too high or 
too low? Are not all your passions too 
lively? Your anger in particular? Is it not 
too soon raised? And is it not too impet- 
uous? Causing you to be violent, boister- 
ous, bearing down all before you? 

Now, lift up your heart to God, or you 
will be angry at me. But I must go a little 
farther. I fear you are greatly wanting in 
the government of your tongue. You are 
not exact in relating facts. I have ob- 
served it myself. You are apt to amplify, 
~ to enlarge a little beyond the truth. You 
cannot imagine, if others observe this, 
how it will affect your reputation. 
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But I fear you are more wanting in an- 
other respect: that you give a loose reign 
to your tongue when you are angry: that 
your language then is not only sharp, 
but coarse and ill-bred. If this be so, the 
people will not bear it. They will not 
take it either from you or me.

There. are 10,084 prisoners and ap- 
proximately 2,180 young men and wom- 
en in California Youth Authority insti- 
tutions. They will cost the State an esti- 
mated $48,171,321 during the 1949-50 
fiscal year, to feed, clothe, and rehabili- 
tate. 


Plane Hits Just Under 1,000 MPH 


Government officials familiar with the 
Air Force XI rocket test plane said it has 
reached more than half way to its ulti- 
mate goal of 1,700 miles an hour and 
80,000 feet altitude. 

Just how much faster than 850 miles 
and just how high the XI rocket-powered 
ship has flown still is wrapped up in the 
tightest secrecy. Unofficial information 
is that its best speed has been around 
1,000 miles an hour and its best altitude 
something more than 60,000 feet. 


Says Nations Are Through 


Mary M. Bodie says, in the Grace and 
Glory magazine, “The nations are 
through. Their times have run _ their 
course. According to prophecy they will 
endeavor to unite for one last achieve- 
ment. God will allow them to launch a 
world empire and make one gigantic ef- 
fort to salvage their remaining assets and 
stage a come back.

More Publicity on A-Bomb Is Urged 


A member of the congressional atomic 
energy committee said that if the world 
were told more about the A-Bomb— 
including results of the Bikini tests—it 
might help prevent another war. If the 
Russian people, as well as the American 
people, are given the full facts about 
the destructive potential of the atom 
bomb, a long step will be taken toward 
making sure there will be no future war. 


Space Ship With Nearly 

10,000 MPH Planned 

- Government scientists are working on 
a space ship which would flash through 
the stratosphere at nearly 10,000 miles 
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an hour. While bare hints of such an 
“earth satellite vehicle program” have 
appeared before, the first scant details 
have been disclosed in a chart issued by 
the Curtiss Wright Corporation, long- 
time builder of military planes and en- 
gines. 

The chart shows secret government 
research is being conducted on both the 
nearly 10,000 m.p.h. satellite and a 3,000 
to 4,000 m.p.h. rocket plane. 


Fastest Camera Shutter Found 


A new fluid eyelid, for a camera, can 
blink and take a picture in 1-25th of a 
millionth of a second. This eyelid is an 
electrical shutter with no moving parts. 
It’s fast enough to see any one of 25 
things happening within a millionth of 
a second. 

It was announced to the winter meet- 
ing of the American Institute of Electri- 
cal Engineers by A. M. Zarem, Stanford 
Research Institute, Los Angeles, and F. 
R. Marshall and F. L. Poole, U. S. naval 
test station at Pasadena. 

The shutter is a murky fluid that 
blocks light. Two electrical contacts are 
immersed in it. When a current is passed 
through, the liquid becomes transparent 
for an instant—as if a bottle of ink be- 
came water-clear. The photographic 
plate is exposed to the action in front of 
the shutter for only the fraction of time 
when the liquid is clear. 


tow Far Can We Go? 

We owe $252 billions. In 1932 we 
owed only $19 billions. The President 
has asked for $42 billions for 1949. The 
people will not be able to save unless 
prices go way down, and prices are not 
likely to go way down, because taxes are 
an element in the price of everything. 
Besides, if prices do down too far, the 
income of government from taxes must 
go down. 

A government has no money of its 
own. It can only spend its people’s earn- 
ings. It is the people who create the 
wealth of a nation by their work. The 
expenditures of a country therefore have 
to be related to national income—that is, 
to the total earnings of a people in a 
given year. In 1942 those earnings were 
$186 billions; in 1948, $168 billions; in 
1944, $182 billions; in 1945, $181 billions; 
in 1946, $179 billions; in 1947, $202 bil- 
lions; and in 1948, $252 (estimated) bil- 
lions. 

Of course the dollar sign at the head 
of each of those billions does not mean 
exactly 100 cents. The American dollar 
has changed in value. If we use 1941 as 
a base, the dollar had a purchasing pow- 
er of 78 cents in 1933, but a purchasing 


power of 42 cents in 1948. How far can

The Air Force said both the new rock- 
ets “have reached supersonic speeds. | 
The speed of sound is 763 miles an hour > 
at sea level at a temperature of 59 de- 
grees Fahrenheit; at 40,000 feet, about 
660 miles an hour. (Rockets take off at 
relatively slow speed, then go faster as 
they climb, attaining max’mum speed as > 
they plummet downward. The V-2’s 
reach a speed of more than 3000 miles 
an haur as they near the earth from high 
altitude. ) Liquid-fuel rocket motors are 
used in both new models. 


The Next War’s Gases 


From a tour of the Army Chemical 
Center at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., The 
New York Times military expert, Hanson 
W. Baldwin, reported last week that 
“new and more deadly war gases far 
more toxic than lewisite or mustard are 
under development.” Among them are 
improvements on one of Germany's un- 
used secret weapons of the last war, 
Tabun. 


Using this chemical as a point of de- 
parture, American chemists have devel- 
oped a series known as “Green Ring 
Three” which have been described as 


“nerve” or “psychological” poisons be- | 


cause “under certain conditions they 
might cause irresponsible behavior 
among victims.” They also can kill the 
victim when even a small amount is in- 
haled or brought in contact with the skin.
